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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with John

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the specification, page 6, line 160, "emit beams normal" has been deleted and - emit beams 
approximately normal - has been inserted. 

In claim 1 , line 16, "diode array," has been deleted and - diode array, and has been inserted. 

In claim 1 , - each of said first, second and third laser diodes having a beam, said beams 
overlapping, has been inserted as a new line following "diode array, and" on line 16. 

In claim 1, lines 17-18, "resultant beam" has been deleted and - resultant composite beam has 
been inserted. 

Claims 2 and 3 have been cancelled. 

In claim 1 5, line 9 "laser diode," has been deleted and laser diode, the beams of said laser 
diodes overlapping within each set, - has been inserted. 

In claim 15, lines 69-70, "resultant beam" has been deleted and - resultant composite beam - 
has been inserted. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a method and apparatus for laser 
therapy comprising a handheld housing with laser diodes in an array with light emitting diodes wherein 
the laser diodes are arranged in four sets of three diodes, each set equally spaced from the center of the 
array and the diodes of each set arranged as an equilateral triangle such that the diode beams overlap, 
and the light emitting diodes arranged between the sets of laser diodes. The prior art teaches many 
handheld therapy devices using both laser diodes and light emitting diodes, however, none disclose the 
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unique arrangement of diodes as the current invention with overlapping beams to enhance the tissue 
penetration capability due to the "Soliton Phenomenon".
